All but one hijacking has failed 


WASHINGTON (U PI) 
- There 
have been 16 hijackings of aircraft 
for ransom this year and all of them 
have ended with the pirates being 
arrested, killed or living under a 
foreign government. 
John H. Shaffer, chief of the 
Federal 
Aviation 
Administration 
(FAA), cited the statistic today in 
arguing 
that 
hijacking 
is 
the 
world's 
greatest 
exercise 
in 
futility.” 
‘‘Given this perfect failure rate 
for hijacking-extortions this year, 
it’s amazing that anyone could still 


delude himself about his ultimate 
fate when undertaking such a 
venture,” Shaffer said. “ ...When a 
person buys a ticket on an airliner 
with the idea of hijacking it for 
profit, he has really bought himself 
a ticket to prison or the morgue.” 
The wave of hijackings for ransom 
started last Nov. 24 when a man 
known as “ D.B. Cooper” hijacked a 
Northwest 
Airlines 
plane 
and 
parachuted with $200,000. He is still 
at large. 
Another Northwest plane was 
hijacked Dec. 24, but the pirate, 


Everett L. Holt, was arrested and 
the money recovered. 
Shaffer said that the 18 hijack- 
extortion attempts since the “ D. B. 
Cooper” incident all have ended in 
failure. 
Of the 21 persons involved in the 18 
hijackings, Shaffer said, three were 
killed and 16 taken into custody by 
American 
officials. 
The 
two 
exceptions were a man and woman 
who hijacked an airliner to Algeria 
on June 2 after receiving a $500,000 
ransom payment. The money was 
returned 
by 
the 
Algerian 


government, 
and the 
hijackers 
remained in Algeria. 
Of the 16 persons arrested, two 
were convicted and sentenced to 
terms of 40 and 45 years; one was 
convicted 
and 
is 
awaiting 
sentencing; one was committed to a 
mental 
institution, 
and 
12 are 
awaiting trial. 
Airlines have paid out $7,712,000 in 
ransom money. All but $503,000 has 
been recovered. Outstanding is the 
$200,000 paid to “ Cooper” and 
$303,000 paid to Frederick 
W. 
Hahneman.

He said 
Carlo Gambino, the aging “ boss of 
bosses” of organized crime in the 
New York area, was among the 
underworld figures to be questioned 
in the carefully planned slaying of 
the61-yearold Eboli

sprawled face up in a pool of blood in 
a quiet residential district in Brook­ 
lyn’s Crown Heights section He had 
been shot at least five times in the 
face and neck. More than $2,000 in 
cash was found on his body. 
Police said Eboli’s own auto may 
have been used as the getaway car 
following his murder. The late- 
model Cadillac with New Jersey 
plates, registered to a New Jersey 
record company owned by Eboli, 
was seen in the area shortly before 
the shooting. 
Police said a check of two other 
suspicious vehicles found within 
blocks of the shooting turned up no 
definite leads A machine gun and a 
24-bullet clip had been discovered 
earlier in one of the vehicles.

SAIGON (U PI)—U.S. warplanes 
and Navy gunships teamed up 
Sunday and today for the heaviest 
bombardment of Communist-held 
Quang Tri since South Vietnamese 
forces launched an operation to 
recapture the province June 27, 
military spokesmen said.

Intelligence officers last week 
said that at least 2,500 members of a 
fresh North Vietnamese division had 
been spotted in northwestern Quang 
Tri province, moving toward the 
capital of Quang Tri City about 35 
miles away. 
At least five other regiments 
—15,000 men at full strength— are 
believed to have been pulled from 
the battlefields in Laos to North 
Vietnam. Allied officers fear they 
too will be thrown into the battle for 
Quang Tri. 


South Vietnamese paratroopers 
pushed to within 200 yards of the 
inner fortress, called the Citadel, in 
Quang Tri City Sunday, military 
spokesmen said today. 


A U.S. adviser described their 
push through the province capital as 
“ inch by inch, foot by foot.” 


President 
Nguyen 
Van Thieu 
vowed last month that all of Quang 
Tri Province would be recaptured 
by Sept. 19. His troops so far have 
retaken less than 10 per cent of the 
northernmost province. 


Military spokesmen reported no 
fighting within Quang Tri City itself 
Sunday, but said both paratroop and 
marine units fought within half a 
mile of the province capital. 


The spokesmen said 194 North 
Vietnamese were slain around the 
city, 435 miles north of Saigon, at a 
cost of 29 government troops killed 
and 84 others wounded 


Spokesmen said 20 waves of B52 
strategic bombers hit throughout 
Quang Tri, with 13 formations of the 
huge jets hitting within 10 miles of 
the city and the other seven aiming 
at the suspected North Vietnamese 
reinforcements up to 25 miles west 
of the capital. 


Results of the B52 strikes, which 
dumped about 1,500 tons of bombs, 
were unknown, the U S command 
said. 


Pilots of Air Force and Navy jets 
knocked out a tank, two Soviet built 
guns and an ammunition dump in 
their 190 raids on North Vietnamese 
positions around Quang Tri city, 
spokesmen said

It 
would be used to liberalize cash

businesses in areas devastated by 
the floods last month. 
Funds also are 
included for 
federal agencies to increase relief 
work. 
Debate was scheduled to resume 
today on Mansfield’s end-the-war 
amendment, which is attached to a 
foreign aid authorization bill. The

SAN CLEMENTE, Calif. (UPI (-P resid en t Nixon and his 
Moscow-bound secretary of com m erce looked today to a 
wide ranging new policy for more trade between the United 
States and Russia. 
Secretary Peter G. Peterson leaves Thursday to open 
talks with Soviet leaders, in a followup to Nixon’s sum m it 
conference in May. 
Foreign policy adviser Henry A. Kissinger predicted last 
week that the talks would make “ major progress’’ toward a 
“comprehensive new approach to the issue of U.S.-Soviet 
economic relations.’’ 
Nixon and Peterson were scheduled to confer today on 
the secretary ’s Moscow m ission. 
The talks follow Nixon’s sum m it conference, and the 


unprecedented agreem ent announced earlier this month, in 
which the Russians contracted to buy $750 million of U.S. 
grain in the next three years. An important feature of that 
agreem ent was that the Soviet Union will be granted credit 
through 
the 
government-backed 
Commodity 
Credit 
Corporation. 
The chief obstacles to m ore extensive trade between the 
two countries w ere disagreem ent over the old World War II 
Lend Lease debt owed by Russia and credit arrangem ents. 
Peterson also w as expected to talk about a m aritim e 
agreem ent which could open ports of each country to ships 
of the other. 
“We are entering the negotiations, as we believe the 
Soviet leaders are as well, with the attitude of finding a 


solution that is constructive to both sides and we believe 
that m ajor progress will be made when Secretary Peterson 
visits M oscow ,” said Kissinger, who was preparing special 
briefing papers for Peterson. 


Nixon w as winding up a 2-1-2 week working vacation at 
the Western White House, during which he has been 
watching the D em ocrats select his opponent and mapping 
the broad outlines of his re-election campaign. He was 
expected to return to Washington Tuesday. 
During the weekend he m et with Secretary of State 
William P. Rogers, who returned from an 11-nation round- 
the-world trip to line up support for Nixon’s proposals to 
end the Vietnam war. 


Rogers said he found the government leaders he talked 
to—and 
they 
included 
those 
in 
three 
Communist 
countries—to be sym pathetic with the President’s position 
and aware of his desire for peace. 
The Rogers m ission was 
in conjunction 
with the 
resumption of the Vietnam talks in Paris last Thursday. 
Rogers told newsmen there was som e “ slight encourage­ 
m ent” in the nuances of the first session of the t'dks, “ But I 
don’t want to hold out too much hope ” 


More encouraging, he said, was the “ feeling throughout 
the world that the way this war should end is by the 
negotiating process” and the support being given by other 
countries to Nixon’s efforts.

ISTANBUL 
( U PI ) —The 
Orthodox 
patriarchate of Constantinople (Istanbul) 
chose a littleknown, mild-mannered and— 
above all—apolitical man to be the new 
spiritual leader of 150 million Orthodox 
Christians. 
Metropolitan Dimitrios Papadopoulos, 
known among his fellows as “ the quiet 
metropolitan,” received 12 votes to three 
in balloting Sunday by the patriarchal 
synod. 


He was the man acceptable to all 
factions within the Orthodox church and 
the Turkish government, which had veto 
power in the selections of candidates, 


patriarchate sources said. 
The selection of the new patriarch, who 
took the name of Dimitrios I, 
was 
unofficiallv approved bv the government, 
patriarchal sources said, by insisting that 
the new patriarch be both a Turkish citizen 
and a resident. 
Ath- 
enagoras I, who died July 7 at the age of 86, 
was a naturalized American when he was 
elected as Dimitrios’ predecessor.

Constantinople is small and virtually 
powerless in a predominantly Moslem 
country, the man who leads it traditionally 
is the first among equals of Orthodox 
patriarchs around the world.

TOKYO (U PI)—Forget about that $4 billion U.S.-Japan trade 
imbalance, trade with China and all those other “ little issues.” 
Let the strains of Hawaii Ponoi (the Hawaiian “ national” anthem) 
waft across the land: 
Jesse Kuhaulua has brought the sumo — that’s Japanese 
wrestling—championship to the United States, the first time a 
foreigner has wrested the title from Japan in the 800 years (give or 
take a century or two) this ritualized, blubbery sport has been 
practiced in the Land of the Rising Sun 
His victory Sunday was his first tournament win in Japan. It brought 
a message of congratulations from President Nixon and tears to 
Jesse’s eyes, disproving the adage strong men don’t cry 
Jesse’s victory topped eight years of rugged training. He came to 
Japan in 1964 from his native island of Maui in Hawaii where he was a 
standout football player 
After years in spartan training quarters, serving and tending to the 
needs of older and more successful sumo wrestlers, and eating 
hundreds of tubs of rice to fatten up to 365 pounds, Jesse finally won 
the Emperor’s Cup 
It was like Ethiopia winning the world series, like Burundi taking 
the U.S. Open or Tom Thumb knocking out Muhammed All 
It was all the Japanese talked about as the midsummer heat settled 
on the nation. For the day pollution, trade problems, bad roads, poor 
housing and all the other troubles of a restively growing nation were 
out. 
On one commuter train today every person in the car who had a 
newspaper had it opened to the photo and story of Jesse’s victory To 
the Japanese he is better known under his sumo name of Takamiya- 
ma. 
Foreigners, who don’t know a “ hidari-yotsu” from a “ moro- 
zashi” -both sumo wrestling holds—walked a little more confidently 
into their Japanese-staffed 
offices 
this morning 
This may be the first and last time for Jesse, but until the next grand 
tournament two months hence, the United States will hold the sumo 
championship of the world 
About the only comeback for the Japanese is to win the World 
Series

VFW hall or a panel discus­ 
sion by a n e i g h b o r h o o d 
group on how to deal with 
pollution problem s in their 
area 
The rebel in question is 
cable television. The specific 
agent involved is the public 
a c c e s s channel, which is 
som ething like a telephone 
line Theoretically, at least, 
it can be used on a first- 
come. first-served basis at 
any tim e by anybody who 
wants to com m unicate som e­ 
thing. C a b l e t e l e v i s i o n 
(which brings signals to tele­ 
vision r e c e i v e r s through 
w ires instead of the a in can 
transm it a large num ber of 
signals c h e a p l y and effi­ 
ciently. 
So when the Federal Com­ 
m u n i c a t i o n s 
Commission 
(FCCi early this year issued 
an involved set of regula­ 
tions for cable television, it 
included a provision that all 
new cable system s in the top 
100 television m arkets in the 
c o u n t r y m ust provide at 
least one public access chan­ 
nel And it ordered all exist­ 
ing s y s t e m s to provide a 
public channel before April 
1, 1977. 


Thus far there are only 
two r e g u l a r l y functioning 
p u b l i c service operations, 
one 
in 
Reading. 
Pa., 
the 
other in New York. 
Since New Y ork’s two pub­ 
lic service channels began 
o p e r a t i n g last July (they 
were required by thè city's 
franchise a g r e e m e n t with 
the two cable com panies ac­ 
tive here), more than 100 in­ 
dependent groups have pro­ 
duced program s. Each chan­ 
nel is active for about five 
hours a day. 
Most individuals and local 
g r o u p s are awed by the 
thought of putting on their 
own television show 
(What 
m ortal dares to i m a g i n e 
himself the equal of W alter 
C r o n k i t e , Lucille Ball or 
Johnny C arson0 ) So almost 
all the public access pro­ 
gram s produced here have 
been supervised by profes­ 
sionals at three centers sup­ 
ported by governm ent and 
foundations funds. New York 
U niversity’s A lternate Media 
Center, Global Village and 
Open Channel 
Open Channel, which has 
spent about $150,000 in its 
first year in helping turn out 
about six hours of program ­ 
ing a week, gave some idea 
ol the possibilities of public 
access at a r e c e n t retro- 
s p e c t i v e showing of pro­ 
gram s it helped create.

A neighborhood group dis­ 
cusses zoning changes in its 
area. 
None of which will knock 
“ All in the F am ily” off the 
rating charts. But the pro­ 
gram s show the flexibility of 


cable television—p ro g ra m s 
can be shown citywide or to 
a small area, designed for a 
large general audience or a 
sm all specific one. 
“ We have f r e e d o m of 
speech and freedom of the 
press.” says Theodora Sklo- 
ver. Open Channel's execu­ 
tive director. “ This is the be­ 
ginning of freedom of tele­ 
vision " 
The stress is on the word 
‘ beginning,’’ s i n c e public 
a c c e s s television still has 
more than its share of prob­ 
lems. 
One is regulation. 
What 
lim its, if any. should be put 
on what kind of m aterial is 
shown and who will impose 
those lim its0 What a b o u t 
libel, inciting to riot, blas­ 
phemy? (FCC rules already 
prohibit the showing of ad­ 
vertising. l o t t e r y inform a­ 
tion or obscene m atter.) 
The New York cable sys­ 
tem s are perm itted by their 
franchise to preview all pub­ 
lic access p r o g r a m s (all 
shows are video taped). But 
only two p r o g r a m s have 
been rejected, both for being 
too sexually explicit. 
“ When the public access 
idea first cam e up, every­ 
body thought it would all be 
only kooks coming up with 
p r o g r a m s , ” Ms. Sklover 
says. “ It hasn't turned out 
that way. The only t i m e 
we’ve turned people down is 
when we didn't have enough 
facilities to meet the de­ 
m and.” 
Another problem is financ­ 
ing. Even though cable pro­ 
gram s are relatively cheap 
to produce, not every indi­ 
vidual or group can afford 
his own studio. The public 
access c e n t e r s here have 
been providing e q u i p m e n t 
and technical help to would- 
be program 
producers 
but 
their grants will not last for­ 
ever and they want future 
cable f r a n c h i s e arrange­ 


ments to provide for some 
kind of financing for public 
access, p e r h a p s by taxing 
cable fees.

Nationwide there were at 
the end of 1971 about 2.800 
cable systems serving six 
million subscribers, or only 
about 9 per cent of all tele­
